T h a n T h a t o f t h e B r i t i s h , 
Washington. April 15.—Captain John 
A. Hassell, who commanded the Amer­ 
ican scouts in the Boer army in the first 
part of the war, but who is now here, 
says: 
“The Boer cause, while it cannot be 
said to be bright, is brighter than that 
of the British. 
The Boers have just as 
good a chance to win now as the Ameri­ 
cans had before the sudden turn of good 
luck which resulted in the surrender of 
Cornwallis. 
“The winter season has just begun in 
South Africa, ami from now until Sep­ 
tember the British soldiers will have a 
hard time. 
“The Boers are making their winter 
quarters iu the Lydeuburg range, where 
the English will not dare tackle them, 
for they would have to cross the low, 
marshy country to get there and they 
have to import every pound of forkier 
for their horses. 
The problem is not 
only one of sustaining the lives of their 
men in the marshy veldt, where chills 
aud marsh fever wind up in deadly 
pneumonia, blit it is a problem of sus­ 
taining horseflesh. 
“I lived 13 years in South Africa and 
know all the country better than any 
Boer did before the war broke out, my 
business, that of au engineer, carrying 
me over all of it. 
It is hard for tho 
Boers to get recruits, but valuable ones 
aro getting in every day. 
For every 
Boer killed by the English nowadays 
half a dozen recruits straggle in from 
this country ami elsewhere. 
“The Boers do not propose to fight 
any pitched battle at present. 
They 
will simply worry the enemy every­ 
where 
they can and about Septem­ 
ber you may look for a resumption ol 
general fiction on a large scale.”

London, April 15.—It is said a private 
telegram has been received that Gener­ 
al French with 500 British troops have 
been captured by the Boers while his 
force was enveloped in the mist on the 
hills.

From time to time, upon identifica­ 
tion by the proper state officers, certain 
certificates have been delivered, until 
value of those remaining in the treas­ 
ury is now not more that #545,000. 
Recently one of the Louisiana repre­ 
sentatives in congress became interested 
in the state’s claim and called upon th* 
treasurer to furnish him a complete 
statement about the certificate* which 
have been turned over to the state treas­ 
urer. 
It has developed in this investi­ 
gation that a number of the bonds, 
amounting to several hundred thousand 
dollars for which the national treasury 
holds descriptive receipts, are apparent­ 
ly missing from the state treasury. 
Until they eau be found, it is not likely 
that Louisiana Will make formal demand 
for the remaining bonds known to be in 
the vaults of the treasury department. 
There 
is some mystery as to the 
whereabouts of the missing bonds. 
It 
would appear that they bad been mis­ 
appropriated by some state officer but 
officials call attention to the fact that 
at the time of their confiscation many 
of Louisiana's state record’s were de­ 
stroyed aud removed. It may be that 
the bonds supposed to be lost were re- 
! turued w ithin a few mouths after they 
I were captured, aud not accurate,ly re­ 
corded. 
The state authorities will be 
I fully advised of all the facts, so that 
they eau make a more thorough search.
